The addition of the new limitation of the electrode being fixed to the members of the feeder terminal portion would require further search 
and consideration. 

The examiner wishes to note that all three references teach the concept of either brazing or bonding two elements in general a conductive 
(electrically or thermally) element and a insulating (ceramic) material. 

Kanno et al/233 teaches the brazing technique between an aluminum base and a ceramic piece (Col. 15 lines 9-17). 

Harada et al.'483 teaches the bonding technique using and spraying material to improve the force of attraction between two pieces (Col. 3 

lines 48-53). 

Watanabe et al.'526 teaches both brazing and bonding techniques (Col. 9 line 62 to Col. 10 Iine12, Col. 18 lines 43-54 & Col. 24 lines 16- 
18<Claim9>).
